SRO. 349.—^In e^iercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in superses¬ 
sion of the Ministry of Defence (Class III posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1969, in so far as they apply to the Indian Air Force, 
except as respects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession the President hereby makes the following 
rules to regulate the method of recruitment to the posts of 
Upper Division Clerk and Lower Division Clerk/Clerk 
Hindi Typist in the Indian Air Force, in the Ministry of 
Defence, namely.— 

1 Short title and commencement ;—(1) These rules may 
be caUed the Indian Air Force Group ‘C’ (Upper Division 
Clerk) and Lower Division Clerk/Clerk Hindi Typists Posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of post, classiflcatlon and scale of pay.—The 
number of said posts, their classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 
4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifi¬ 
cations, etc.—^The method of recruitment, age limit, auall- 


llcations and other matters relating to the said posts, shall 
be aa specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mairiage with 

a person having a spouK living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—^Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that if it is necessary or expedient so to do. it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provision of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-Scrvlccmen and other spe^al categories of persona in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in this regard.

SJl.O. 351..^Ia exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to regulate the allotment 
_o£ residences to the ,oflSceri of Defence Accounts Depart- 
ment (in respect, of-residences) constructed for them out of 
civil estimates, namely— 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
Ttiles may be called the allotment of Government Residences 
(Defence Accounts Pepartment Pool), Rules, 1986. 


(2) They-shall apply to all officers of the Defence Accounts 
Dpai’tments serving m an officelstaiion wJiere uefenco 
Accounts Department has con.itructcd accommodation out 
of civil estimates. 

(3) They shall come into force on the dale of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires : 

(a) “allotujrnt” means the grant of h-cnco to occupy a 
residence in accoruance \Mth the provisions of itiese 
rules; 

(b) “allotment year” means, the year beginning on 1st 
January oi’ such other period as may oe noiiucd oy 
the President. 

(c) “Allotting Authority" means, the specific authority 

empowered by the Controller General of Dcre..ce 
Accounis, to allot Gove-nment residence at a 
station. 

(d) "eligible office’’ means, the office or offices of the 
Deience Accounts Department or any oilier offlcc, 
in a station, the staff of which are doolarod by ihc 
Contioller General of Defence Accounts trom time 
to time as eligible for accommodation under these 
rules; 

ifi) “einolurnents” means, the ernolument as defined m 
Fundamental Rules 45-C, bpt excluding the com¬ 
pensatory allowances. 

Explanation.—In the case of an officer who is under sus¬ 
pension, the emoluments drawn by him on the first day of 
the allotment year in which he is placed under suspension, 
or, if he is placed Under suspension On the first day of tne 
allotment year, the emoluments drawn by him immediately 
.before that date shall be taken as emoluments. 

(f) “family” means, the wife or husband^- as the case may 
be, and children, step children, legally adopted cliildreu; 
parents, brothers or sisters as ordinai ily reside with and a e 
dependant on the officer; 

(g) ‘Government’ means the Central Government; unless 
-ho context otherwise requires; 

(hj ‘Priority date’ of an olljcer in relation to. a type of 
rcStOcnco to which he is eligiole under the provisions or rule 
3 means the eathest pale trom which he has been Continuous¬ 
ly diaw.ng emoiumeiiuS relevant to a particular typo or a 
nigpcr type in a post under the Central Government or on 
lorcign service, except for periods of leave; 

Provided that in respect of a type B, Type C or Typq D 
resiuencc, the date from which the oiliver has been cont.- 
nuously in service under the CenLal Government hiclud.ng 
the period of foreign service, shall be his priority date for 
that type; 

Provided further that where the priority date of two or 
more officers is the same, seniority among them shall be 
determined bv the amount of emoluments, the officer in re¬ 
ceipt of higher emoluments taking precedence over the offi¬ 
cer in receipt of lower emoluments and where the emolu¬ 
ments are equal, by the length of service, but where the date 
of joining service is the same, by their age, or dates of 
birth. 

(i) .‘Reence fec’ mpans.,th 5 sum of mqjiey payable monthly 
in abidance with the provision^ of the Fmldatrienfal Rules 
in respect, of a residence allott^ under thew Rule's 

(j) Tc-sidence’ means any residence for the lime being 
under the control of the Allotting Authority ; 

(k) ‘sub-letting’ .^includes sharing of acconuftodation by 
an allottee with another person with op without payment of 
licence fee by such other person ; 

Explanation,—Any sharing of accommodation by an 
allottee with close relations shall not be deemed to be sub¬ 
letting. 
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(1) ‘temporary transfer’ means a transfer which involves . 
an ansi^nve rur a pcitoa not exceedmg four months; 

(mj ‘transfer’ means transfer from one station to another 
sianon or irom an eiigiole othce to an inehgible othce in 
tire same s.ation and mvinues a transfer or reversion to ser¬ 
vice miner any otner depaitment of. Government of India and 
also aepuiaiiun lo a posi m an ineligiote otnee at the station; 

tnj type’ in relation to an officer means the type of rc- 
sioeuce lo winch lie is eligible under rule S. 

3. InehgibUity of officers owning house for allotment 
nnner taese ruies.—ff) in this ruie; 

(.a) adjoinmg municipality’ means any municipality 
conuguous to a local municipality ; 

fb) mouse' in relation to an officer or member of his 
lamny means a ouiiamg or part thercor used lor 
rcsiuciiiiai purposes ana situated within the juris- 
aicuon or a local muncipaiity or of any adjoining 
mumcipaiiiy. 

cxpitination,—building, part of which is used for 
icsidcmial purposes, snail bo deemed to be a house 
lor tno purposes or this clause notwithstanding 
mat any part of it is used for non-residential pur¬ 
poses ; 

(c) ‘local municipality’ in relation to an officer means 
me inuuicipaiiiy wiinm wnose jurnasuiciion bis 
office IS located ; 

(dj ‘member of family’ in relation to an officer means 
tae wao or nusoaud, as the case may be, or a de- 
peudcnt-cmld or the officer; 

(e) ‘municipahty’ includes a municipal corporation, 
muaicipai committee or board, a towns area com¬ 
mittee, a notuicd area commtuce, and a conionment 
board, 

(2) No officer shall be eligible for allotment of Oovern- 
ment residence under these rules, if if he of any other 
member of ffis family owns a house at the station, where he 
18 posted. 

(3l Where, after a Government residence has been al¬ 
lotted to an officer under these rules, he or any pther mem¬ 
ber of bis family construcis a house or otherwise becomes 
the owner of a house, such officer. 

(a) shall notify the fact to the Allotting Authority 

wiihin a period of four weeks from the date on 
which he or such member becomes the owner of 
the house, and; 

(b) shall be ineligible for retention of Government 
residence allotted to him under these rules and shall 
sutrender the Government residence in his occu¬ 
pation within six weeks from the said date. 

Explanation.—FOr the purposes of clauses (a) and(b) a 
person shall be deemed lo become the owner of a house, 
in the case Of a newely constructed house, as from the date 
the local body concerned gives a certificate of completion 
or tile dale of actual occupation of the house, whichever 
is oarlioF. 

4- (1) Allotment to husband and wife and eligibility in 
cases of officers who are married to each other.—(1) No 
officer shall be allotted a residence Under these rules, if th« 
wife or the husband, as the case may "be, of the officer has. 
already been allotted a residence unless such residence is 
surrendered; 

PROVIDED that this sub-rule shall not, apply where the. 
husband'and wife are (a) posted ih dlfferefi't''stations or (b) 
residing separately lii' pursiiahCfc tif an Order of jufficial 
separation made by any court. 

(2) Where two officers in oc^pafion of separate residence 
allotted under these lules marry each other, they shall, within 
one month of the marriage, surrender one of the residences.. 


(3) If a residence is riot surrendered as required by sub¬ 
rule (2), the allotment of the residence of the lower type 
shall be deemed to have been cancel!^ on the expiry of the 
period specified in sub-rule (2) and if the residences are of 
the same type, the allotment of such one of them, as the 
Allotting Authority may decide, shall be deemed lo have been 
cancelled on the expiry of such period. 

(4) Where both husband and wife are employed in eligible 
offices, the title of each of them to allotment of a rcsidonco 
under these rules shall be considered independently. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (Ij 
to (4) 

(a) if a wife or husband, as the case may be, who is 
Bn allottee of a residence under these rules, is 
subsequently allotted a residential accommodation 
at the same station from a pool to which these rules 
do not apply, she or he, as the case may be, shall 
surrender any one of the residences within one 
month of such allotment ; 

Provided that this clause shall not apply where the hus¬ 
band and wife are residing separately in pursuance 
of an order of judicial separation made by any 
court: 

(b) Where two officers, in occupation of separate re¬ 
sidences the same station, one allotted imdcp these 
rules and another from a pool to which these rules 
do not apply, marry each other, any one of them 
shall surrender any one of the residences within 
one month of such marriage ; and 

(c) If a residence is not surrendered as required under 
clause la) or clause (b), the allotment of residence 
under these rules shall be deemed to have been 
cancelled on the expiry of the period specified 
therein. 

5. Classification of residences.—Save as otherwise provi¬ 
ded by these rules, an officer (of the category .specified in 
column (2) of the Table) will be eligible for allotment of 
a residence of the type specified in the corresponding entry 
in Column (1) of the said Table.

6 . Application for allotment.—(1) Every Government 
officer in occupation of Government accommodation shall 
submit his application, in such form and manner and by 
such date, as may be specified by the allotting Authority in 
this behalf. 

(2) In the case of officers not in occupation of Goyem- 
ment accommodation , the Allotting Authority shall invite 
applications in such form afld manner and before such date 
as may be specified by hitb' 

(3) An officer joining duty in an eligible office at the station 
on first appointment or on transfer may submit his appli¬ 
cation to the Allotting Authority within a month of his 
joining duty, 

(4) Applications received Under sub-rule(3) on op 

the’ 20th day of a calendar month-shall-alone be considered 
for allotment in the succeeding month. 
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7. Allotment of residences and offers,—(1) Save as other¬ 
wise provided in these rules, a residence falling vacant, will 
be allotted by the Allotting Authority preferabljj to an appli¬ 
cant desiring a change of accommodation in that type, under 
the provisions of rUle 13 and if not required for that purpose 
to an applicant without accommodation in that type having 
the earliest priority date for that type of residence subject 
to the following conditions ; nomely 

(u) The Allotting Authority shall not allot a residence 
of n type higher than that to which the applicant 
is eligible under rule-5. 

(b) The Allotting Authority shall not compel any appli¬ 
cant to accept a residence of a lower type than 
'that to which he is eligible under rule 5.

(c) The Allotting Authorily, on request from an appli¬ 
cant for allotment of a lower category of residence, 
might allot to him a residence next below the type 
for which the applicant is eligible under rule 5 on 
the basis of his priority date for the same.

8 , Non-acceptanco of allotment or offer or failure to 
occupy the allotted residence after acceptance,—( 1 ) If an 
officer fails to accept the allotment of a residence within five 
days or fails to take poesession of that residence after accep¬ 
tance within eight days from the date of receipt of the letter 
of allotment, he shall not be eligible for another allotment 
for a period of one from the date of the allotment letter. 

(2i If an officer occupying a lower type residence is 
allotted or offered a residence of the type for which he is 
eligible under rule 5 or for which he has applied under clause 
(c) of sub-rule (1) of rule 7, ho may or refusal of the said 
allotment or offer of allotment, be permitted to continue in 
the previously allotted residence on the following conditions; 
namely ;— 

(a) that such an officer not be eligible for another 
allotment for a period of six months from the date 
of the rdlotmcnt letter for the higher class of accom¬ 
modation 1 

(b) while retaining the existing residence he shall be 
charged the same licence fee which he would have 
had to pay under Fundamental Rules 45-A in 
respect of the residence so allotted or offered or the 
licence fee payable in respect of the residence 
already in his occupation, whichever is higher. 

9, Period for which, allotment subsists anj the concessional 
period for further retention.—(1) An allotment shall be 
effective from the date on which it is accepted by the officer 
and shall continue in force until

sub-rule (2) after the,office ceases to be on duty in 
in eligible officer at the station where allotment 
has been made; 

fb) it is cancelled by the Allotting Authority or is 
deemed lo have been cancelled under any provision 
in these rules ; 

(c) it is surrendered by the officer; or 

fd) the officer ceases to occitpy the residence. 

(2) A residence allotted to an officer may, subject to sub¬ 
rule f3j be retained on the happening of any of the events 
specified in column fl) of the Table below for the period 
specified in the corresponding entry in cohtmnfl) thereof, 
provided that the residence is required for the bona fide use 
of the officer or members of his family.

Explanation 1.—^Where an oriiccr on transfer or foreign 
service in India is sanctioned leave and avails of it before 
joining duty at the new office, he may be permitted to retain 
the residence for the period mentioned against items (ivj, (vj,

Explanation 2.—Where an order of transfer or foreign 
service in India is issued to an officer while he is already 
on leave, the period permissible under Explanation 1, shall 
count from the date of issue of such order. 

(2j \Vher^ a residence is retained under sub-rule (2) the 
allotment shall be deemed to be cancelled on the expiry of 
the admissible concessional periods unless immcd’.alely on the 
expiry thereof 'the officer resumes duty in the eligible office 
at the station, where allotment has been made. 

(4) Where an officer is on medical leave without pay and 
allowances, ho may retain his residence by virtue of th* 
concession under item (xii) of the Table below sub-rule (2), 
provided that he remits the licence fee for such residence in 
cash every month and where he fails to remit such licence 
fee for more than two months, the allotment shall stand can¬ 
celled. 

{5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (2) or 
sub-rule (3) or sub-rule (4j, when an officer is dismissed or 
removed from service or when his services liave been termi¬ 
nated and the Head of the Department in respect of the 
office in which such ofUcer was employed immediately before 
such dismissal, removal or termination is satisfied thaf it is 
necessary or expedient in the public interest to do so, he 
may require the Allotting Authority to cancel the allotment 
of the residence made to such officer either foithwith or with 
effect from such date prior to the expiry of the period 
of one month referred to in item (i) of the Table below sub- 
rule t2) as he may specify and the Allotting Authority shall 
act accordingly. 

10. Provisions relating to Licence Fee.—(1) Where an 
allotment of accommodation or alternative accommodation 
has been accepted, the liability for licence fee shall com¬ 
mence from the date of occupation or the eighth day from 
the date of receipt of the allotment, whichever is earlier. 

(2) An officer who, after acceptance, fails to take posses¬ 
sion of that accommodation within eight days from the date 
of receipt of the allotment letter, shall be charged licehce fee 
from such date iipto a period of twelve days provided- that 
nothing contained herein shall apply where the Military Engi¬ 
neer Service certifies that the accommodation is not fit for 
occupation and as a result thereof the officer does not occupy 
the accommodation within the period aforesaid. 

(3) Where an officer, who is in occupation oC a residence, 
is allotted another residence and he occupies the new resi¬ 
dence ibe allotment of the former residence shall be deemed 
to be cancelled from the date of occupation of the new resi¬ 
dence. He may, however, retain the formed residence without 
payment of licence fee for that day and the subsequent day 
for lifting: 

Provided that if the former residence is not vacated by 
the subsequent date as aforesaid, the officer will be liable 
to pay damages for use and occupation of the residence, and 
services, furniture, and garden charges, equal to the market 
licence fee as may be determined by the Government from 
time to time, with effect from the date he takes possession 
of the latter residence. 

11. Personal liability of the o^cer for payment of licence 
fee till the residence is vacated and furnishing of surety by 
Temporary officers.—(1) The officer to whom a residence has 


been allotted shall bo personally liable for the licence fee 
tlieieot and tor any damage beyond fair wear and tear caused 
thereto or to the furniture, lixLures or fillings or seivices 
pioviilcd iherein by OoverunienL auring die peiiod tor wtuen 
uic rciiucncc has been and remains atjotted to him Or, where 
the allotment has been canceUed under any of iho pro visions 
in these rules until the residence alongwith the out-houses 
appuricnent thereto has been vacated and lull vacant posses-r 
sion thereof has been restored to Government. 

(2) Where the officer to whom a residence has been allot¬ 
ted is neither a permanent nor a quasi-parmanent Goveinment 
servant, he shall execute a surely bond in the form prescrib¬ 
ed m this bchall by the Government with a surety, who shall 
be a permanent Government servant scrying under the Cen¬ 
tral Government for the due payment ol licence fee and other 
charges due from him in respect of such residence and -ser¬ 
vices and any other residence provided in lieu thereof. 

(3) If the surety ceases to be in Government service or 
becomes insolvent or withdraws his guarantee or ceases to be 
available for any other reasons, the officer shall furnish a 
fresh bond executed by another surety within ihiity days from 
the date of his acquiring knowledge of such event or fact and 
if he fails to do so, that allotment of the residciice to hintj 
shall, unless otherwise decided by the Allotting Authoilty be 
deemed to have been cancelled from the date of that event. 

12. Surrender of an Allotment and Period of Notice.~(l) 
An officer may, at any time, surrender an allotment by giving 
intimation to that effect so as to reach the Allotting Authority 
at least ten days before the date of vacation of the residence. 
The allotment of the residence shall be deemed to be cancel¬ 
led with effect from the eleventh day after the day on which 
the intimation is received by the Allotting Authority or the 
date specified in the Intimation, whichever is later. If me 
officer fails to give due notice he shall bo reasonsible for 
payment of licence fee for ten days or the number of days 
by which the nolice given bv him falls short of ten days^pro-* 
vided that the Allotting Authority may accept a notice for • 
short period. 

(2) An officer who surrenders the residence under sub-rule 
(1) shall not be considered again for allotment of Govern¬ 
ment accommodation at the same station for a period of one 
year from the date of such snrichder. 

13. Change pf Residence.—tD An officer to whom a resi¬ 
dence has been allotted under these rules may apply for a 
change to another residence of the same type or a residence 
of the type to which he is eligible under rule 5, whichever is 
lower. Not more than one change shall be allowed in respect 
of one type of residence allotted to the officer. 

(2) Applications for change made in the form prescribed 
by the Allotting Aulhority shall be received quaitcrly by 15th 
March 15th June, 15th Sept., and 151h December, and Shall 
be included in the waiting list in the succeeding month. Four 
purposes of this nfie, the officers whose mames are imluded 
in the waiting list in an earlier quarter shall be senipis in 
block to those whose names are included in the list in sub¬ 
sequent quarters. The inter-se-seniority of the officers included 
in the list in any particular quarter shall be determined in 
the order- of their priority dates. 

(3) Changes shall be offered in order of senioritv determined 
in accordance with sub-rule (2) and having regard to the 
officer’s preference as fat as possible; 

Provided that no change of residence shall be allowed during 
a period of six months immediately preceding the date of 
superannuation. 

If an ofllccr fails .to accept a change of residence offered 
to him within five days of the receipt of such offer or allot¬ 
ment, he shall not be considered again for a change of allpt- 
meht of that type. 

f5) An Officer who, after accepting a change- of residence, 
fails to take possession of the same, shall be charged I'cenc* 
fee for such residence in accordance with the provisions of 
sub-rule (2) of rule 10 in addition to the normal licence 
under Fundamental Ride 45-A. for the beSidSnee already in 
his piossossion the allotment of which shall continue to subsists. 
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14. Chaufic of Residence in the Event of Death of a 
Member ot the family.—Notwithstanding anything contained 
in rule U, an otlicer may he ailowed a change of residence 
on the death of any member of his family, it he applies for 
a change wnh.n tnree months of such occurrence provided 
that the change will be given in the same type of residence 
and in the same lloor n? the residence aheady allotted to the 
officer. 

15. Mutual Ejtchangc of Residence.—Officers to whom resi¬ 
dence of the same type have been allotted Under these rules 
may apply for permission to mutually citchange their resi¬ 
dences. Permission for mutual e.xchunges may be granted if 
both the officers are reasonably expected to bo on duty at 
the station and to reside in their mutually exchanged resi¬ 
dences for at least six months from the date of approval of 
such exchange. 

16. Transfer to Non-Family Station.—If an officer is trans¬ 
ferred to a station where he is not permitted or advised by 
Government to take his family v/ith him and the residence 
allotted to him under these rules, is required by the family 
for the bona-fide educational needs of his childeren hg may 
he allowed, on request, tq retain the residence on payment of 
licence fee under Fundamental Rule 4.5-A till the end of 
current academic season of his children in the station. 

17. Maintenance of Residence.—^The officer to whom a 
residence has been allotted shall maintain the residence and 
premises in a clean condition to the satisfaction of the Military 
Engineer Services and local Municipal Committee or Cor¬ 
poration, Such officer shall not grow any tree, shrubs or plants 
contrary to the instructions issued by the' Govemment or the 
Military Engineer Services, nor cut or loo off any existing 
tree or shrub in anv garden, courtyard or compound attached 
to the residence save with the prior permission in writing of 
the authorities aforesaid. Trees, plantation of vegetation, 
grown in contravention of th'S rule may be caused to be 
removed by the Allotting Authority at the risk and cost of 
the officer concerned. For keeping cattle, docs an<j sultry' in 
the premises of the Government accomtr odalion the officer 
should take prior sanction of the Allotting Authority and of 
the local civic body. 

18. Sub-Letting and Sharing of Residence.—(1) No offi:er 
shall share the residence allotted to him or any of the out 
houses, garages, appurtenant thereto except wit the employees 
of Central Govemment eligible for allotment of residence 
under these rules. The servants quarters out-houses, garages 
iiiay be used only for the bona-fde purposes including resi¬ 
dence of the servants of the allottee Or for such other pur¬ 
pose as may be permitted by the Allotting Authority. 

(2) No officer shall sub let the whole of his residence: 

Provided that an officer proceeding on leave may accom¬ 
modate in the residence any other officer eligible to share 
Govemment accommodation, as a caictakci- for the period 
specified in subrrulc (21 of rule 9, but not exceeding si.\ 
months. 

(3) Any officer who shares or sub-lets his residence shall 
do so at his own risk and responsibility and shall remain per¬ 
sonally responsible for any licence fee payable in respect of 
the residence and for any damage egused to the residence or 
ts precincts or grounds or service, provided therein by Govern¬ 
ment beyond fair wear and tear. 

19. Consequences of Breach of Pailes and Conditions.—(1) 
If an officer to whom a residence has been allotted un- 
mauthorisedly sublets the residtnee or changes licence fee 
'rom the sharer a! a raie vrhich the Allotting Authority oon- 
iiders excessive or erects any nnaiithoriscd structure in any part 
of the residence or uses the residence or any portion Ihei^of for 

ny purposes other than that for which it is meant or tampers 
.with the electric or water connection or commits any other 
ireach of the rules or of the terms and conditions of the 
allotment or n.ses the residence nr premises to be used for 
sny purposes which the Alloting Authority considers to be 
mproper or conducts himself in a manner which in his 
apinion is preiudicia] to the maintenance of harinorious 
Illations with his neighbours or has knowingly furnished in¬ 
correct information in any anpllcation or written statement 
with a view to securing the allotment, the Allotting Authority 
nay, without prejudice to any other disciplinary action that 
nay be taken against him, cancel the allotment of the resi¬ 
dence. 


Explanation.—(1) In the this sub-rule, the expression 
‘officer’ includes unless the context Otherwise requires a 
menrnor of his family and any person claiming throU^ the 
officer. 

(2) If an officer sublets a residence allotted to him or any 
portion thereof or any of the out-hobses, garages appurtenant 
ihcreio in contravention of these rules, he may without pre¬ 
judice to any other action that .may be taken against him, be 
charged enhanced licence fee not exceeding four times the 
standard licence fee under Fundamental Rule 45-A. The 
quantum of licence fee and the period for which the same 
may be recovered in each case will be decided by the Allot¬ 
ting Authority on merits. In addition, the officer may be debar¬ 
red from sharing the residence, for a specified period in 
future as may be decided by the Allotting Authority. 

(3) Where action to cancel the allotment is taken on ac¬ 
counts of unauthorised sub-letting of the premises by the al¬ 
lottee, a period of sixty days shall be allowed to the allottee 
and any other person residing with him therein to vacate the 
premises. The allotment shall be cancelled with effect from 
the dale of vacation of the premises or expiry of the period 
of sixty days from the date of the orders of the cancelation 
of the allotment, whichever Is earlier. 

(4) Where the allotment of a residence is cancelled for con¬ 
duct pre-judidal to the maintenance of harmonious relations 
with neighbour.s, the officer at the discretion of the Alloting 
Authority, may be allotted another residence of the same 
class at any other place. 

(5) The Allotting Authority shall be competent to take all 
or any of the actions under sub-rules (1) to (4) of this rule 
and also to declare the officer, who commits a breach of the 
rules and instructions issued to 'him, to be ineligible for al¬ 
lotment of residential accommodation for a period not 
exceeding three years. 

(6) Where any panalty undrfr this rule is imposed by the Al¬ 
lotting Authority, the aggrieved person, may within twenty 
one days of receipt of the orders by him of his employer 
imposing the penalty, ffie a representation to the C.G.D.A, 

(7) The original order imposing the penalty shall' stand 
nnleis it is modified or rescinded as n result of the represen¬ 
tation. 

20. Ovcrstayal in Residence after Cancellation of Allot¬ 

ment.—Where, after an allotment has been cancelled or is 
deemed, to be conccUcd under any provision contained in 
these rules, the residence remains or has remained in oc¬ 
cupation of the officer to whom it was allotted or of any 
person claiming through him, such officer shall be liable to 
pay damages for use and occupation of the residence, services, 
furniture and garden charges, equal to the market licence fee, 
as may be determined by Government from time to time or 
twice the licence fee he was paying whichever is higher. In 
addition, the allottee shall be liable to eviction under the 
Public premises (Eviction of Unauthorised Occupant) Act, 
1971 (40 of 1971 : 

Provided that an officer, in special cases, rnay be allowed 
by the Allotting Authority to retain a residence on payment 
of twice the standard licence fee under Fundamental Rule 
45-A or twice the pooled standard licence fee under 45-A 
whichever is higher or twice the licence fee he was paying, 
whichever is highest, for a period not exceeding six months 
beyond the period permitted under sub-rule (2) of rule 9. 

Provided further that in the event of lOtiremont or terminal 
leave, the period for further retention on payment of licence 
fee as indicated in the aforesaid proviso shall be not exceed¬ 
ing 4 months. 

21. Continuance of Allotments made Prior to the Issue of 
these Rules.-—Any valid allotment of a residence which is 
subsi.sting immediately before the commencement of these 
niles tinder the rule then in force shall be deemed to be an 
allotment duly made under these niles notwithstanding that 
the officer to yrhom it has been made is not entitled to a 
residence of that type under rule 5 and all the preceding 
provisions ol^ these rules shall apply in relation to that al¬ 
lotment and that officer accordingly. 
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22. Interprentation of Rule>.—If any question arises as to 
the interpretation of these rules, it shall be decided by the 
Controller General of Defence Accounts in consultation with 
inistry of Defence (Finance). 

23. Relaxation of Rules,—The Government may for reasons 
to be recorded in writing relax any or all the provisions of 
these rules, in the case of any officer or residence of class 
of officers or type of residences. 


24, Reservation of Residences.—Government may by an 
order reserve residences for the incumbents of certain posts. 

25. Delegation of iPower or Functions.—^The Government 
may delegate any or all the powers conferred upon it by the 
rules to any officer under its control subject to such conditions 
as it may deem fit to impose.
